NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 67 new fires reported. One new large fire was
reported in the Southwest Area. One large fire was contained in the Southwest Area. Very high
to extreme fire indices were reported in Alaska, Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado, and Kansas.

SOUTHWEST AREA INCIDENTS / LARGE FIRES:

HULET, Bureau of Indian Affairs, Colorado River Agency. This fire started on the Bureau of
Indian Affairs land, 10 miles south of Bullhead City, AZ in grass. A Type 2 Incident Management
Team (Philbin) is assigned. A transfer of command back to the local unit will occur today.
Minimal fire activity was reported.

TUWEEP, Grand Canyon National Park. This lightning-caused Wildland Fire Use (WFU) incident
is being managed to accomplish resource objectives. The fire started on National Park Service
land six miles southwest of Tuweep, AZ in pinyon, juniper and brush. No new information was
reported.

ALASKA AREA INCIDENTS / LARGE FIRES:

SHEENJEK RIVER, Alaska Fire Service, Upper Yukon Zone. This fire started on Fish and
Wildlife Service land 23 miles north of Ft. Yukon, AK in birch, aspen, black and white spruce.
Cabins and outbuildings remain threatened. Air support assisted containment efforts. Extreme
fire behavior with running, spotting, and torching was reported.
